Insurgents Declare They 
Will Bring Deadlock 
In Senate Vote.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—-The pro­ 
gressive bloc made its first major 
attack today in its campaign of in­ 
surgency 
against 
the 
republican 
leadership of the new congress. 
In 
the * house, 
where 
its 
numerical 
strength is greatest, it openly but 
unsuccessfully opposed endorsement 
of Speaker Billett as the republican 
candidate for the speakership and 
announced there were votes enough 
in sight to block his election unless 
important concessions in committee 
assignments 
and 
modification 
of 
house rules were made by the party 
organization. 
On the senate side, the opposition 
was of a passive character. 
When 
the republican senators assembled to 
re-elect Senator Lodge to the major­ 
ity leadership they found that not a 
single member of the bloc had re­ 
sponded to the party conference call, 
and that Senator Borah also was 
numbered among the missing. 
While the breach in the majority 
party w’as thus widening, the demo­ 
crats were consolidating their posi­ 
tion in the hope c i taking whatever 
advantage may be offered by the 
situation of the opponents. 
House democratic 
members met 
tonight and agreed on .Representa­ 
tive Barrett, of Tennessee* as the 
party candidate for speaker, but the 
meeting was only a formality, since 
the selection had been agreed upon 
months ago. 
The democrats of the senate, who 
also have settled all of their differ­ 
ences over leadership will hold a 
brief conference Ufonday just before 
the sixty-eighth congress convenes. 
Developments of the day indicated 
no disposition on the part of the re­ 
publican organization leaders of the 
house or senate to make concessions 
to the insurgents.

house leaders declared they would 
be a party to no negotiations and

MILAN, 
Dec. 
1.—The huge arti­ 
ficial lake at Dezzo, near Bergamo, 
has overflowed and broken through 
the dike, the waters sweeping down 
through the valleys, overwhelming 
villages and drowning inhabitants by 
the scores. 
The number of victims is computed 
at three hundred or more by some of 
the authorities. 
The heavy rains which have been 
falling for ^he past few weeks caused 
the streams to overflow and filled 
the lake to the bursting point. 
Mil­ 
lions of cubic yards of water were 
let loose and the terrific force of the 
flood swept 
everything 
before 
it. 
The village of Dezzo, originally con­ 
taining 600 inhabitants, and the ad­ 
jacent village of Tetvano were di­ 
rectly in the line of the rushing wa­ 
ters and were inundated. 
Many of 
the people, however, wore apprised 
of the break In the dike and fled, to­ 
gether with hundreds of other refu­ 
gees to the hills. 
Red Cross relief has been organiz­ 
ed and the government is using all 
efforts to aid the sufferers. 
The artificial lake was situated 
in the fertile v alley of Camen, about 
500 feet above sea level. 
The burst­ 
ing of the dike was followed by tragic 
scenes. 
The w’hole valley of Dezzo 
is devastated and eight villages at 
least have been blotted out. Dezzo 
itself was completely destroyed 1% 
the waters, 
which 
covered every 
house. 
Only the church steeple can 
he seen. Five generating plants were 
so badly damaged that the city of 
Bergamo was wtbout power.

Both were burned severely. 
The medals are awarded by the Na- 
tional Committee of the Vail Me­ 
morial Fund, established as a me­ 
morial to the late Theodore N. Vail, 
president of the American Telegraph 
and Telephone Company.

Monroe 
doctrine,

Hughes said in an address here last 
Tnght before the American Academy 
of Political and 
Social 
Science, 
gathered in celebration of the cen­ 
tenary of the doctrine. 
With that declaration as his text, 
the Secretary delivered a compre­ 
hensive restatement of the position 
of the United States toward the 
European tangle, the Far East and 
Latin America. 
He said the Amer­ 
ican nation would rather bear such 
ills as might result from its pres­ 
ent policy toward Europe than “suf­ 
fer the greater evils which would 
follow* the sacrifice of our independ­ 
ent position”; 
reasserted the ad­ 
herence of this government to the 
principles of peace in the Pacific 
laid down by the Arms Conference, 
and set forth 
nine 
propositions 
which he said should govern rela­ 
tions wih the sister 
republics 
of 
the western hemisphere.

ROME, Dec. 1.—The Osservatore 
Romano, official organ to the Vati­ 
can, in a striki- - article insists that 
“the holy see in no wise nas abando­ 
ned its claim to enjoy the liberty 
and independence which is its right” 
The statement is printed by way 
of a protest against the deduction 
of certain newspapers that the visit 
of King Alfonso and Queen Victoria 
of Spain significa the final renuncia­ 
tion of papal aspirations for the re­ 
covery of the temporal power, and 
in view of the constant reiteration 
during the Spanish sovereign’s stay 
of the idea that a settlement of the 
Roman question was imminent. 
The Osservatore Romano 
denies 
that the Vatican, by granting per­ 
mission to the Spanish royalties to 
come to Rome, acquiesced in “the 
abnormal situation create 
for the 
pontiff by the events of September, 
1870” (it was on 
September 
20, 


1870, that the troops of Victor Em 
manuel seised Rome, a step which 
resulted in bringing the remaining 
states of the church into the then 
new kingdom of Italy.) 
The paper 
recalls the encyclical of Benedict 
XV three days ago in which that 
permission was first accorded and in 
which it was 
emphatically 
stated 
that the concessions could in no 
vise be interpreted as “tacit renun­ 
ciation of our scrosanct right s ” The 


article concludes: 
“The wound opened on September 
20, 1870, cannot be cured by bland­ 
ishments. It is and will remain open 
until such measures are taken as will 
not only insure the holy see the en­ 
joyment of liberty and independence 
which is its right, but will also con­ 
vince the whole world that it really 
enjoys them.”

He complains that the French refuse 
to reconstruct the devastated regions by 
erecting “modern sized,

such a 3 are found throughout Philadelphia, 
Brooklyn and other American cities.” This 
would be by far the quickest and most eco­ 
nomical method of reconstruction and Mr. 
Desmond's engineer soul is pained because 
the French won't accept it. 
Mr. Leon comes to the 
defense of the 
French. 
“It evidently has not dawned on 
Mr. Desmond,” he says, “that these French 
people are rebuilding France and not re­ 
producing on French soil the dreary hor­ 
rors of certain industrial suburbs of this 
country. . . 
. Being ignorant of France 
and the French people, he does not under­ 
stand why they wish to go on being what 
they are and have always been.

• A people with a great history and whose 
country is the home of art is not interested 
in plans to put up uniform, standardized, 
two-family houses.”

For the cider sauce, melt three 
tablespoonfuls of butter; add four 
of flour and two cupfuls of the ham 
liquor. Bring to the boiling point; 
add four tablespoonfuls of fresh 
eider and pepper to taste. 
Meat Loaf.—Chop one pound of 
fresh pork, one pound of veal and 
two pounds of beef. 
Mix and add 
one cupful of bread crumbs, one 
cupful of milk, one tablespoonful of 
salt, one-eighth of a teaspoonful of 
pepper and three eggs, 
slightly 
beaten. Shape into a loaf, put into 
a baking pan and cover the top 
with six thin strips of fat salt pork. 
Roast one and one-half hours, bast­ 
ing every ten minutes with one-half 
cupful of hot water and the fat 
from the pan.

FOR MODIFYING 
THE VOLSTEAD ACT 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Amend­ 
ment of the Volstead Act to legalize 
manufacture of beverages having an 
alcoholic content not to exceed 2.75 
per cent by weight or 3.46 per cent 
by volume is proposed in a bill which 
has been drafted by Representative 
Dyer, of Missouri, a republican mem­ 
ber of the house judiciary committee. 
The Missouri representative said 
today there was abundant proof that 
beverages with the alcoholic content 
he proposes are non-intoxicating. He 
predicted 75 per cent of those who 
now drink bootleg liquor would be 
satisfied with beers and wines man­ 
ufactured under his bill and would 
be placed in tbe mood to join in a 
demand for more rigid enforcement 
of the prohibition laws. 
Mr. Dyer whose home is in St. 
Louis, also will Introduce a bill mak­ 
ing conviction for violation of the 


Volstead Act grounds

The power of the early church was 
the Holy Spirit. This same Spirit has 
been the power of the church in ail 
ages. The watchword of God’s might­ 
iest men throughout the centuries has 
been, “Not by might nor by power, 
but by my spirit saith the Lord of 
H osts” (Zech. 4:6.) 
The mightiest 
forces in the world are spiritual. 
I. The Coming of the Spirit (Acta 
2:1-4. 
1. Time Of (v. 1). It was on the 
day of Pentecost. “Day of Pentecost’ 
means the feast which was held fiftj 
days after the wave sheaf was of­ 
fered (Lev. 23:15-10). 
It was ob­ 
served by presenting two loaves made 
of the new wheat (Lev. 23:17). These 
loaves were baked with leaven, while 
leaven was excluded from the Pass- 
over feast (Lev. 23:6). 
The reason 
was that the Passover feast typified 
Christ’s sacrifice, while Pentecost rep­ 
resented the church, composed of Jews 
and Gentiles—the two loaves. Christ 
had no sin in Him while the men and 
women composing the church have sin 
in them. 
The feast of Pentecost In a figura­ 
tive sense still continues, for the body 
of Christ Is not yet complete. 
Pente­ 
cost vras a most fitting time for the 
coming of the Spirit. 
2. Upon Whom the Spirit Came (v. 
1; c t 1:13-15). 
The twelve and others to the num­ 
ber of 120. The coming of the Spirit 
was not merely for the twelve but for 
all believers—members of the boJy of 
C hrist They were In “one place, with 
one accord" waiting for the fulfill­ 
ment of “Father’s promise” 
(Luke 
24 :49). 
With a group of believers thus 
with eyes fixed upon Christ in expecta­ 
tion of the fulfillment of Fus promises, 
wonderful blessings are sure to come.

These marks were external and in­ 
ternal. 
1* External. 
(1) The Sound of a Mighty Wind.

(2) Tongues of Flame. Each of the 
120 was crowned with such a tongue. 
The tongues show the practical pur­ 
pose of the Spirit’s gifts, and the fire 
Indicutes His purifying energy, purg­ 
ing the dross and making fit witnesses 
for Him. 
(3) Speaking In Foreign Tongues. 
For these humble Galileans to thus 
speak caused great amazement 
2. Internal. 
This is seen In the transformation 
wrought in the disciples. 
They have 
great 
courage 
and 
self-possession. 
Peter, who a Little while before was 
cowering before a Jewish maid, now 
with lion boldness stood before the 
thousands of Jerusalem and a little 
later before the chief rulers of the 
city and declared that they had mur­ 
dered their King. 
II!. The Converting Power of the 
Holy Spirit (Acts 2:37-42). 
Many people were convicted of their 
ains—about three thousand repented 
and were baptized. 
This revival was 
real because: 
L They continued steadfast In the 
apostles* teaching. They did not grow 
cold or run after every fad that came 
along. 
This is the real test of con­ 
version. 
2. They continued in fellowship with 
the apostles. The surest way to grow 
is to keep in fellowship with Chris­ 
tians.
